as that entertained by Secretary Lind- 
!ey of the State Boar^J of Agriculture- 


This was shown'this morning when 


County Horticulturists 'VST.Uarn Barry 
ol' Niles, E. O- Webb of Haywards and 
Fred Seulberger of Oakland spoke up- 
on the subject in meeting and. declar- 
ed'that the work of gathering the sta- 
'tistics in question, which had been 
committed 
to them, was of such a 


character^that they would not be able 
to perform it in a number of months- 


DUTY OR NOT. 


Supervisor Mitchell raised the ques- 


tion as to whether or not the work had 
to be done by. the Board. If the.Sup- 
ervisors did not have to do the -work, 
the matter, couid go over until next 
year. 


Horticultural 
Commissioner Barry 


said that a law passed at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature made it the 
duty of the Supervisors to gather the 
information in question- 


Supervisor Rowe read the law on the 


subject and then the matter was re- 
ferred to District Attorney Allen to 
ascertain whether or not the collection 
ot data in question was- obligatory up- 
on the Supervisors. 
In wiiich event, 


Chairman Mitchell said that it would 
have to be done and some attempt 
would' be made at'it this year. 


BLANKS RETURNED. 


This subject came before the Super- 
isors several weeks ago when Secre- 
tary Lindley of the State. Board .. of 
Agriculture informed he Supervisors of 
the change in the law whicn requires 
the Supervisors to collect industrial, 
agricultural, horticultural, vlticultural, 
and other statistics of the county and 
forward the same to the State Board 
of Agriculture to be incorporated into 
a report which will be placed in file in 
the office of that organization and 
distributed free applicants by the sec- 
retary- 


Since then, blanks in which this in- 


formation is to be recorded have ar- 
rived and-have been distributed among 
the Horticultural Commissioners of the 
county mentioned, and, today, these 
blanks were returned by the recipients, 
with the explanation that the Com- 
missioners could not do the-work re- 


LINDLEY'S VIEWS- 


Secretary . Lindl'ey's views on the 


subject are as follows: 


"To secure this data in in economi- 


cal and intelligent manner requires the 
services o[ intelligent rnin, interest- 
ed in the welfare of the:;- section of 
the 
State and county and with a 
practical knowledge of the industries 
of their particular locality. 
"In counties of large area and sparsely 


settled we would suggest the selection 
ot a man from each supervisorial district 
who knows the people and their occupa- 
tions, each i of. these to send his report 
to the Board of Supervisors. 


"In counties thickly settled, with good 


railroad facilities, one man could .prob- 
ably gather a complete report in the 
three months that intervenes from Au- 
gust- 1. when blanks will be received 
by your board, to November 1. when the 
law directs that 'the report shall be in 
the hands of the secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture." 


BARRY'S STATEMENT. 


Commissioner Barry acted as spokes- 


man for the horticulturists. 
He said it 


would be impossible for them to do the 
work called for -by the blanks in this 
county. At the suggestion of Supervisor 
Rowe he had consulted County Clerk 
Jack Cook on the subject, and the latter 
had told him that it would cost J10.000 
to get the desired information and would 
require twenty men to do the work. 
Theo Gier of the Portland Fair Com- 
mission of Alameda county had said 
practically the. same thing. 


Supervisor Rowe said he had been told 


bsr the commissioners that it would "be 
impossible for them to get the informa- 
tion out at. the present .time. 


Commissioner 'Barry said it would be 


impossible for them to get it out at, any 
time. It\would be good enough in Glenn 
county, where they wanted to sell land 
or where they wanted people to settle. 


Theo Gier said that an approximate 


idea might be given of the county's 
resources this year, but such a statement 
as was desired would require an army 
of men.

A WEST AFRICAN CITY. '. 


Of Monrovia, the capital of Liberia, 
the "black republic," .Sir --Harry Johns- 
ton writes: ' "The population of Mon- 
rovia, so far as Americo-Liberians and 
foreigners are concerned, is about 2,- 
500. 
It has a system. of telephones 


which connects it with the settlements 
on the St. Paul's river. This has been 
set up and is 'well worked by a native 
Liberian. 
It is perhaps hardly neces- 
sary to remind you that Monrovia.was 
named after the celebrated president of 
the United States,, Monroe, who is re- 
sponsible for that doctrine which in- 
hibits any European nation from fur- 
ther conquests in the new world. The j 
capital of Liberia is divided into two ' 
parts, the low and shoreward section 
being given over to. large settlements 
of Kru boys and indigenous negroes, 
while the upper part/of the town is in- 
habited by Americo-Liberians and Eu- 
ropean consuls and traders. This civ- 
ilized part of the town is composed of 
broad grass-grown streets and sub-

Mrs. Carmen Sullivan Dies in the 


Arms of Her Husband After 


Taking Lysol. 


GETTING REIDY FOR THE 


LABOR BAY FIC1C 


Urs. Carmen B. Sullivan, a. young, 


woman twenty-four years of age, died 
Saturday r-fternoon, after swallowing 
unsuspectingly a teaspoonful of lysol, 
which'she mistook for paregoric. 


The tragic occurrence took place in 


the little home of Charles W-.- • Sulll~ 
van at 631 Forty-sixth street, which 
they had been' but recently occupied, 
and -where their newly married 
life 


promised to be a happy one. 
' The poison was swallowed by Mrs. 
Sullivan shortly 'after 1 o'clock while 
she, her husband and Miss Jeahette 
Gran, a friend of the young woman, 
were eating dinner. 


Mrs. Sullivan complained of not feel- 


Ing well, and arose from the table and 
took a small bottle from the shelf 
•which she thought contained paregor- 
ic. When she took it neither -her hus- 
iand nor; Miss Grau paid much atten- 
tion to her until the young woman 
began to shriek in agony. 


Rushing to her side, Sullivan caught 


his wife in. his arms just as she fell 
writhing in 
agony. 
They 
quickly 


summoned Dr. A S. Kelley, who did 
everything possible to relieve her, but 
she died within fifteen minutes after 
she had made her fatal mistake. The 
lysol, which "acts very much like car- 
bolic acid, burned 
her 
mouth 
and 


throat, and making its way into her 
stomach and quickly killed her. 


The two bottles, -the one containing 


paregoric and the other containing ly- 
sol were side by-side-on the shelf.'Both 


were of the same size and tae same 
color. 
The lysol bottle was labeled 


poison but Mrs. Sullivan 
took 
the 


bottle down without noticing her mis- 
take. 


Mrs. Sullivan''was born' in Modesto. 


She was the daughter of H. L.' Brad- 
ford, who ..is a well known attorney In 
San Francisco. 'Mrs. Sullivan iefore 
her marriage was a notary public and 
stenographer, having her ofijce in the 
Crossley Bulldine in San Francisco. 


About sixteen months ago she mar- 


ried Charles W. Sullivan, a machinist 
formerly in the employ of the Union 
Iron Works. 


A few months ago they moved to

street and set up housekeeping. Mr.

dards have fallen till the adulteration of goods and the selling of 
spurious compounds under false labels have come to be regarded 
as legitimate trade devices. These "practices result from efforts 
to reap dishonest gains in business, and are • closely 
related 
to 


swindling and getting money under false pretenses. Why do not 
the commercial bodies of the country unite in a movement for a 
return to fair dealing— to selling articles for what they really are 
and giving full weight in billing them out to customers? Discuss- 
ing the excuses urged in defense of fond adulteration and fraud in 
trademarks the Minneapolis paper say:;: 


"Pure-food laws are a double protest against one 
evil, 
the 


adulteration of food. 
On the one hand is the honest dealer whose 


trade is going because his larger competitor is able to deceive the 
oeople and by selling a fraudulent article, take the business, and 
the profit and leave the little honest fellow to bankruptcy and 
despair. Then there is the scientific man who is objecting to the 
adulteration of food on altruistic grounds. He does not want to 
see the race of men deteriorate and be extinguished by the feeding 
of the fires of life with false fuel. 
The main difficulty in. the way of 


a national pure-food law has been the lack of standards of purity. 
These are being gradually established by the work of the laboratory 
and the experiments of the agricultural department

The American Negro's Future. 


In the current number of the Quarterly Journal of Economics 


Professor Walter F. Wilcox, who has gained an established repu- 
tation for his statistical studies of the American people, comes to 
an entirely different view. By studying the -relative rates^ of in- 
crease of whites and negroes in successive decades, and by investi-, 
gating the birth and death rate of the Southern negroes and their I 
economic progress, he comes to the conclusion that the colored 
man is relatively losing ground. Projecting the figures for^ the de- 
clining rate of increase in the last half century into the future he 
estimates that the negroes in the year 2000,will not number over 
25,000,000 and that, taking the'Southern States alone, the race will 
constitute not 32 per cent of the population as now, but probably 
only 17 per cent. 


It is impossible to enter into Professor Wilcox's long compu- 


tations, but his main points can be easily summarized. 'The negro 
gets no increase to amount to anything from immigration. His 
birth rate is falling and his death rate is almost stationary: While 
making much positive progress industrially, he is still falling back 
relatively to the industrial progress the white are making. He "is 
being confined more and more to the inferior and less remunerative 
occupations, and is not sharing proportionately to his numbers in 
the prosperity of the country as a whole or of the section in which 
he mainly lives." Both, racial qualities and economic discrimination 
contribute to this industrial backwardness. There is no indication 
that a change in the present tendencies is to be expected.—Chicago

Coffroth—I don't want to have anything 
to do with the selection of a referee, but 
we rrtust have a referee before the men 
go into the ring- or there may be few 
people to see them when they get Into
